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Slack lining 

Kevin Mangel and Adam Sandberg brought a new pop-culture activity to the 
people of Valparaiso. 

Slack lining was a practice in balance where the nylon or polyester webbing was 
tensioned between two anchor points. In other words, the VHS students anchored a 
nylon slack line between two trees, and then they tried to walk back and forth without 
falling off. Mangel and Sandberg slack lined just about anywhere they could, but their 
favorite place to practice was between two trees by the courthouse downtown. 

“Рт not really sure how | officially got into it,” said Sandberg. “I saw other people 
doing it and became curious. Soon enough, | got my own and started to try it out.” 

The line itself is usually flat, a deceiving feature to those unfamiliar with the stunt. 

“There were always people that underestimated the level of balance you needed 
to actually be successful with it. It took both of us some time to figure it out. It was 
usually something that someone could pick up after a handful of tries,” said Mangel. 

The highest slack line ever recorded was 3,821 feet high. Sandberg commented 
on the ridiculous world record. “Something says that | would love to try that someday, 
but something also says that I’d love to live my life in its entirety. We'll see how far I 
go with it (slack lining),” said Sandberg. 

Those who participated in slack lining were often called “slackers”, but it was quite 
evident that the VHS seniors did not fit the title.

Sochi Winter Olympics 


The 2014 Winter Olympics were held in Sochi, Russia this year, much to the dismay of 
thousands of athletes. With poor facilities and extremely non-private living accommodations, 
athletes and viewers alike were less than pleased. In February, CNN journalist Harry Reekie 
tweeted, “CNN booked 11 rooms in one Sochi 2014 media hotel five months ago. We have 
been here for a day and only one room is available." 

Finishing first in the 
overall medal count was Russia, the home country, with 33 total medals, followed by 
Norway with 26 and Canada with 25. The United States finished fourth overall with a total 
medal count of 28, but finished behind Norway and Canada due to an insufficient number of 
gold and silver medals. 

Stealing the show in Russia this winter were the U.S. skiiers that competed in the podium 
sweep performance in the men's slopestyle competition. The bronze medal winner was 19- 
year-old Nick Goepper from Lawrenceburg, IN. After the U.S. victory, Goepper tweeted, 
“INDIANA! The bronze is coming back home. See you soon!” 





Missing Malyasian Airlines 


On March 8, 2014, the media focused on the news of the missing Malaysian air plane, 
which was meant to carry 239 passengers from Kuala Lumpur to Beijing. Speculations 
began when the plane suddenly vanished from its designated flight pattern in the Indian 
Ocean. 

The largest search and rescue mission ever recorded in history began once the flight 
went missing. Television networks taught the nation about what the searchers were listening 
for: the radio "pings" between the aircraft and an Inmarsat satellite that would only ring for 
about 30 days before they finally faded out. The pings were the best chance searchers had 
at locating the plane. After more than thirty days with only sightings of debris near Australia, 
the pings eventually faded away, leaving only silence behind. 

Several conspiracy theories have been made on the fate of Flight 370. Books and 
movies were also made on what could have happened to the flight and its passengers. 





Missing Sirls in Nigeria 


On April 14, 2014, more than 300 girls between the ages of 16 and 18 were abducted from 
the Government Girls Secondary School in Chibok, in north-eastern Nigeria by an Islamic 
armed militia called the Boko Haram. There were reports that the girls were being sold into 
sexual slavery and or forced marriage. 

Protests tookn place across the country in opposition of the girl’s abduction. Mothers of the 
missing and many supporters had been chanting: ‘All we are saying is bring back our girls’. 
The entire country banded together in search/hopes of soon returning the abducted school 
girls to their families.
